in the silk and cotton trade, who 
has been in the city for the last few 
days, 
announced 
Monday 
that 
a 
branch office will be opened in Ok­ 
lahoma City. 
The 
Morimura 
com­ 
pany has its head offices in Yokoha­ 
ma. 
but also has offices 'n every 
large city in the world. 
Y. Sakurai. who bas been looking 
over the local field, was joined Mon­ 
day afternoon by Richard Von Brie- 
sen, New York manager of the firm, 
and stated that in addition to open­ 
ing offices in Oklahoma City, sev­ 
eral 
propositions in Texas will be 
considered. 'Mr. Sakurai expects the 
local headquarters will be the most 
important in the southwest. 
As the Japanese firm is one of the

Most 
of them have traveled extensively 
and have become enamored of metro­ 
politan 
splendor.

simplicity, 
economy, frugality ami rigid adher­ 
ence to old principles appear to them 
merely as relics of ignorance and 
superstition. They are "up-to-date” 
in politics, society, religion and bus- 
ness.

Cotton Picker Being Tested. 
Granger, Tex.. Sept. 6.—Theodore 
H. Price of New 
York, 
the 
well 
known cotton manipulator, is spend­ 
ing the w'eek here to study the prac­ 
tical 
working 
of the 
PricejCamp- 
bell cotton picker in the cotton field. 
Mr. Price is the principal stock­ 
holder 
n the company, putting out 
these machines and will be joined 
here during the week by associates 
from the East. There have been ten 
of these machines maqufactured at 
Utica. N. Y., and five of them have 
been shipped here for demonstration. 
'Part of these are now at work on 
the Young farms, six miles east of 
town. 
A large number of practical cotton 
raisers have seen the machine at 
work and all admit that it will pick 
the cotton from the boll and stalk- 
cleaner 
than 
the 
average 
ne,Vo 
picker. 
The machines are run by a twenty 
horst* gasoline engine and will pick' 
from ten to twelve acres per dav. 
The management is not offering the 
pickers for sale, but propose to pick 
a crop at same price 
paid other 
pickers.

Mr. Price says that ho 
s not so 
mucjh interested in the cotton mar- 
{ket as he is in perfecting the pick­ 
er.
